Berlin, Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler 
still prefers height and seclusion. 
Even his mountainside chalet, Berg- 
hoff, at Berchtesgaden in the Ba- 
varian Alps is neither high enough 
nor remote enough for him, so he 
has built an iron and glass pavilion 
or “eagle's nest” onanearby peak. 

Situated on the Kehistein, the 
“nest” is approached through a cave 
1800 feet below its foundations. 
From this cave—which is guarded 
by electrically operated steel doors 
and which has been converted into 
a garage large enough for four 
automobiles—an elevator leads to 
the pavilion, which can otherwise 
be approached only by the hardiest 
mountain climber. 

Though the pavilion, which with 
its entrance cavegnd elevator shaft 
piercing the heart of a mountain is 
reminiscent of the German folklore 
in which Hitler revels, was com- 
pleted many months ago, nothing 
has been published about it in the 
German press. Only recently have 
reports concerning the “eagle’s 
nest” begun to circulate in Berlin.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 14—A spe- 
cial Senate committee, proposing 
broad revision of the relief struc- 
ture, recommended tonight that 
Congress consolidate all relief agen- 
cies into a single, new Department 
of Public Works. 

The report of the Unemployment 
Committee was made as the Senate 
prepared to take up consideration 
of the relief appropriation bill. The 
House passed that measure yester- 
day, after clipping off $150,000,000 
from the amount recommended by 
President Roosevelt and writing in 
restrictions on WPA policies. 

Here are the major recommenda- 
tions: 

1. Creation ®*@f a new Depart- 
ment of Public Works to direct 
activities of the WPA, PWA (if 
continued), CCC and NYA. 

2. Allocation of relief funds to 
states on the basis of population 
and the number of unemployed 
in each state. 

3. One-third local contribution 
to the cost of relief with reduced 
contribution permitted in states 
having lower per capita income 
than the national average. 

4. Enactment of a statutory pro- 
hibition against politics in relief. 

5.. Simplification of the stand- 
ards for payment of unemploy- 
ment compensation, increasing 
and speeding up payments, 

6. Establishing minimum Fed- 
eral assistance for the aged, blind 
and dependent children. 

7. Consolidation of unemploy- 
ment registration agencies. 

For Altering States’ Share. 


It proposed that the average local 
contribution to the cost of relief be 
fixed at one-third, except in states 
where the average income per cap- 
ita is lower than the similar nation- 
al average. In approximately one- 
half of the states which would fall 
in the latter class, local contribu- 
tions would be proportionately re- 
duced, 

In urging one-third local contri- 
bution toward work relief costs, 
Chairman Byrnes said the commit- 
tee had in mind applying this av- 
¢rage to all of the projects that 
might be classed in the relief cate- 
gory. He pointed out that unless 
Congress decided to extend the 
PWA, it would not ffrure in this 
average, so the one-third contribu- 
tion would apply, for practical pur- 
poses, only to the WPA.

COMPLETED BY U, S. FLEET 


80 Men-of-War “Locked Through” 
in Two Days for Atlantic and 
Caribbean Maneuvers. 

By the Associated Press. 

BALBOA, C. Z., Jan. 14.—Admiral 
Cc, C. Bloch, commander-in-chief of 
the United States fleet, announced 
tonight completion of the fleet's 
transit of the Panama Canal for 
extensive maneuvers in the Atlan- 
tic and Caribbean. 

The battleship Mississippi veered 
into the east bank of Gaillard Cut, 
but the transit was without seri- 
ous incident. The battleship suf- 
fered no damage, and Admiral 
Bloch made no mention of its be- 
ing delayed. The Mississippi was 
turning into the cut when, re- 
portedly because of its size and 
because of wind currents, it 


was summoned from Gamboa, but 
the battleship returned to its chan- 
nel under its own power. 

Eighty men-of-war were “locked 
through” after the transit started 
yesterday. Commercial traffic was 
gxcluded from the canal. As soon 
as the fleet had crossed from the 
Pacific to Atlantic side, movement 
of merchantmen was resumed. 


Built about 1850, the four-story 
brick structure at 2809 College ave- 
nue housed the president’s, regis- 
trar’s and treasurer's offices, on 
the first floor, and classrooms on 
the second and third floors, the 
fourth floor not being in use.

interest of the women’s health and 
to carry out the customary Satur- 
day noon hour closing of City Hall. 

A spokesman for the women an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon that 
small committees were being 
formed to call on Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann and the other mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment at their homes to 
demand immediate aid. Comptrol- 
ler Louis Nolte, President William 
L. Mason of the Board of Alder- 
men and the Mayor form the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. 

When word reached the women 
that they were to be ordered out 
‘of City Hall, Mrs. Helen McKinney, 
their leader, cautioned the demon- 
strators against causing a disturb- 
ance, but suggested that “we make | 
the police push us out.” Applause 
followed her remarks. 

Police Captain Albert Wetzel ap- 
peared at the gallery door shortly 
before noon and asked the demon- 
strators to leave quietly. Nine de- 
parted without comment. The oth- 
ers waited until 12 o’clock, then 
filed into the corridor. Uniformed 
officers and city detectives herded 
the women out of the building.

HAMBURG, Germany, Jan. 14.— 
A 34-year-old naturalized American, 
George Joseph Roth, was sentenced 
today to spend four and a half 
months more in a Nazi prison as the 
result of his conviction on charges 
of “preparation for treason.” 

Roth, former steward on the 
United States liner Washington, 
Was arrested Nov. 29, accused of 
possessing a Communist newspa- 
per printed in the German lan- 
guage in Le Havre, France. 

At his one-day trial in the Han- 
seatic District Court today, Rotn 
testified he did not know the pa- 
per had Communistic tendencies. 

The Court President told him 
it was “his duty to examine con- 
tents of the paper,” and imposed a 
six-month sentence from which was 
deducted the month and a half he 
has spent in jail. No appeal is per- 
mitted. 

The Court said it was “of the 
opinion that the defendant was fully 
aware he possessed a newspaper 
with Communist tendencies which 
were directed against Germany. He 
also knew such papers are pro- 
hibited in Germany.” 

Roth emigrated to the United 
States from Germany 10 years ago 
and became a naturalized citizen 
in 1931. 

United States Consul-General 
Wilbur Keblinger and Vice-Consul 
Sabin J. Dalferes attended the trial. 
Roth was represented by an attor- 
ney of his own choice. 

A high court authority said Roth 
probably would serve his sentence 
in Fuhisbuettel Jail, a house of de- 
tention at Hamburg.

FIRES 1047 IN OHIO 


500 More to Go This Week; 
Jobs Being Abolished to 
Avoid More Taxes. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 14. — The 
administration of Ohio’s new Re- 
publican Governor, John W. Brick- 
er, which has fired 1047 State em- 
ployes in five days, planned tonight 
the discharge of 500 more next 
week. 

Back of the shakeup lay Gov. 
Bricker’s promise to avoid new 
taxes by eliminating. what he 
termed “a needless waste of public 
funds.” 

Salary savings made thus far 
were estimated unofficially at $1,- 
400,000 a year. There was no esti- 
mate of the amount saved by can- 
celation of orders for materials 
and supplies placed by former Gov. 
Martin L. Davey, and his Democrat 
administration. 

Department heads, ordered by 
Bricker to “cut to the bone,” abol- 
ished the positions of most of those 
fired. 

Highway Director Robert  S&. 
Beightler eliminated today the posi- 
tions of 465 workers, most of them 
maintenance and construction divi- 
sion employes. He predicted 500 
more discharges in his department 
next week. 

The Highway Department, re- 
garded in the past as a major 
patronage unit, has been hit hard- 
est by the “purge,” losing 580 work- 
ers. 

Discharges in other departments 
included: Liquor Store System, 265; 
Tax Commission, 170; Fire Mar- 
shal’s Division, 14; Industria] Rela- 
tions Division, 13; Welfare, 5. 

Republican legislative leaders and 
others reputed to have political in- 
fluence about the Capitol were 
swamped with telephone calls and 
telegrams imploring their aid to 
Save as many jobs as possible. 

The situation would not be so 
serious, they argued, if the Demo- 
crats were fired and their jobs left 
vacant for Republicans.

TO CONFERENCE 


Foreign Minister Aranha to 
Discuss ‘‘Questions of 
Importance” in Washing- 
ton.

WASHINGTON, Jan, .14.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has invited Dr. Os- 
waldo Aranha, Erazil foreign min- 
ister, to come to Washington next 
month as the Government’s guest to 
discuss “various questions of great 
importance” to the two countries.

“There have arisen during the 
recent months various questions of 
great importance in which our two 
Governments are equally interest- 
ed,” the President said in his tele- 
gram to the President of Brazil. 
“It would be particularly gratify- 
ing if these matters could be dis- 
cussed in direct conversations be- 
tween high officials of our respec- 
tive Governments in that frank and 
friendly manner and in that spirit 
of mutual helpfulness which for- 
tunately are traditional in the rela- 
tions between Brazil and the United 
States.” 

Brazil Accepts. 

Vargas readily accepted the invi- 
tation on behalf of Aranha who 
served for several years as ambas- 
sador to Washington. 

Germanys’ economic penetration 
in Latin America has been particu- 
larly impressive in Brazil where 
Germany thrust the United States 
into second place in 1938 in the sale 
of goods, although this country still 
is Brazil’s best customer for ex- 
ports.

He said he had drafted a bill for

While there was no indication 
whether his measure had admin- 
istration backing, it is known that 
War Department officials for some 
time have been considering a con- 
certed movement to hoard suppiies 
of secondary metals as a part of 
the national defense program. It 
was learned that the Bureau of 
Mines already has arranged to 
establish soon a secondary metals 
section to “formulate a sound pub- 
lic policy.” 

Rise in Scrap Iron Exports. 


Licenses now are required for 
exports of tin and tin scrap, a 
metal which this country imports 
in large quantities. Some national 
defense experts have expressed con- 
cern, too, that the present heavy 
exports might drain possible mili- 
tary reserves of scrap iron. 

Exports of scrap iron have in- 
creased from 227,500 long tons in 
1932 to 4,095,000 in 1937.

Bonnet and Halifax to Confer. 
Foreign Minister Georges Bonnet 
was to leave for Geneva to confer 
with Viscount Halifax, British For- 
eign Secretary, before attending a 
League of Nations Council meeting 
beginning Monday. 

Halifax, on his way to Geneva 
from Rome, will inform Bonnet on 
the “appeasement talks” between 
British Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain and Premier Mussolini.

Butler 
was summoned to a conference with 
Casteel and then put out of Mis- 
souri at the Arkansas line. 


Bargaining for Tenants, 


Irritability cropped out also when 
the landlords bargained with each 
other and with the sharecroppers 
as to who would take whom back. 

A highway patrolman suggested 
to one Mississippi County landlord 
that he take a certain Negro back. 
“I don’t want him back,” the land- 
lord said, “He’s lazy.” 

“Oh, all right, I'll take him,” an- 
other owner volunteered. When 
one farmer was asked to do like. 
wise, he replied: “I didn’t make 
them leave and I don’t want them 
back.” 

With Butler gone and with O. H. 
Whitfield, Negro, the original lead- 
er of the demonstration, in St. 
Louis, the sharecroppers were 
without a head. They were divided 
as to what to do, One group was 
characterized by an aged Negro 
who said: “I'll go any place where 
I can get something to live on.”

Casteel said that he had been 
ordered by Dr. Harry Parker, State 
Health Commissioner, to move the 
wanderers from the roadside be- 
cause they “constituted a menace 
to public health.”

Whitfield, when informed in St. 
Louis of the reason for the removal, 
said: “Do they think those shacks 
my people have been living in are 
any healthier?” 

The unprecedented number of 
evictions in Southeast Missouri was 
caused this year, the sharecroppers 
say, because landlords wanted to 
get the full benefit of Government 
crop reduction checks. AS long as 
they had sharecroppers, they would 
have to share the benefits with 
them. 

If the sharecroppers go back to 
work as day laborers, they will get 
7 cents a day for the days that 
they work. 

By last night about 175 persons 
had been taken to various farms, 
by truck and Highway Patrol car, 
from camps on Highway 60, be- 
tween Sikeston and Charleston. 
Patrol officers estimated 800 would 
remain at the roadsides during the 
night. Plans for housing those who

Thus the increase would have cost 
each house $20 a week or $1040 for 
the year, and all the houses in ex- 
cess of $104,000 for the year, on 
the basis of full-time operation. On 
the other hand, the increase, had 
it been granted, would have added 
$5200 or more to the union’s cof- 
fers under the percentage system 
of assessments. 

In 1937, for its next annual con- 
tract, the union sought an in- 
crease to $75 a week for opera- 
tors getting $40 to $55, but wound 
up with only a small raise in the 
lower pay brackets, 
which was offset by an extension 
of working time which 
overtime pay costs. 

The 1937 “defense fund” was col- 
lected, theater men have said, by 
Kaimann and Walter A. Thimmig, 
another theater owner. Thimmig 
has been a witness before the 
grand jury. In response to the 
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question, “Who got the money?” 
he told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday: “I've been asked that 
question quite a few times; I’m not 
talking.” He said he contributed 
to the 1936 fund, but not the one 
in 1937. Pressed for details about 
his part in the 1937 activity, he 
said: “I’ve told my complete story 
and have shielded no one.” Kai- 
mann has denied he had anything 
to do with the 1937 fund, but ad- 
mitted there was a collection the 
previous year. 
Report of Bundle Payment. 

The Post-Dispatch has learned of 
a report that $6500 cash, wrapped 
in a newspaper, was paid to a man, 
in Thimmig’s parked automobile, a 
block from a South Side bank, in 
November, 1937. The identity of 
the recipient has not been made 
clear. 

There was no “defense fund” 
last year and the union obtained a 
pay increase of $2.50 a week for 
operators in the lower brackets. 

News of the 1936 fund was pub- 
lished first in the Post-Dispatch 
June 1, 1937. In recent weeks the 
Post-Dispatch has disclosed many 
additional developments in the re- 
lations between Nick and the thea- 
ter owners.

Long before the “temporary” 
Armory went up, the First Mis- 
souri originated in 1846 as the First 
Missouri Mounted Volunteers—with 
Company E, known as the “Laclede 
Rangers” from St. Louis—in Doni- 
phan’s 6000-mile march to Mexico. 
The First Missouri was captured, 
with the Second, at Camp Jackson, 
May 10, 1861, and, ordered to dis- 
band, individually enlisted in the 
Confederate as well as the Union 
army,

But it was from the First Regi- 
ment Armory that World War mus- 
tering went on. The Fifth Regi- 
ment filled its ranks there a month 
after the declaration of war, and 
was merged with the First at Camp 
Doniphan, Ok., to form the 138th.

While earlier reports differed as 
to whether the plane burst into 
flames before it struck the ground, 
investigators expressed the opinion 
tonight the fire started when the 
10-passenger Lockheed Zephyr 
transport crashed into the Sunday 
Creek bottomlands two miles west 
of Miles City.

Service by Congregation of 
Minister Now in Nazi 
Concentration Camp.,

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—A sad congre- 
gation filled the Lutheran Jesus 
Christus Church in suburban Dah- 
lem tonight to commemorate the 
forty-seventh birthday of the pas- 
tor, the Rev. Martin Niemoeller, 
who has been held for more than 10 
months in a Nazi concentration 
camp. 

Several pastors of the Confes- 
sional (Oppositional) Church parti- 
cipated in the tribute to the mili- 
tant Protestant minister whose out- 
spoken protests against the Nazi 
church program got him into dif- 
ficulties with the authorities. 

Women wept when reference was 
made from the pulpit to the incar- 
cerated pastor who was described 
as “watching the months pass by 
in enforced idleness.” 

Prayers were offered for Mr. Nie- 
moeller and 190 fellow pastors who 
have been suspended or are suf- 
fering other disabilities under pres- 
ent conditions, 

Pastor Niemoeller was convicted 
March Z, 1938, on charges of at- 
tacking leaders of the state and 
using his pulpit improperly. The 
eight months he had been in jail 
awaiting trial canceled his seven- 
month sentence and a $600 fine 
was paid immediately. He was 
sent to a concentration camp, how- 
ever, secret police asserting his re- 
lease might lead to demonstrations 
against him.

‘SAILOR PRINCE’ VALDEMAR 
OF DENMARK DIES AT 80 


Also Known as “The Uncle of 
Kings,” He Once Refused 
Throne of Bulgaria. 

By the Associated Press. 
COPENHAGEN, Jan. 14.—Eighty- 
year-old “Sailor Prince” Valdemar, 
who refused the throne of Bulgaria 
in 1887 to follow his naval career, 
died today of bronchial influenza. 
Known also as “the Uncle of 
Kings,” Prince Valdemar was re- 


lated to most of Europe’s royal fam- 
ilies and was a great-uncle of Brit- 
ain’s King George VI. His resem- 
blance to the late George V was so 
striking that crowds at the wedding 
of the Duke and Duchess of Kent 
in 1934, the last time Valdemar was 
in England, mistook him for the 
British monarch. 

Born Oct. 27, 1858, Valdemar was 
the son of King Christian IX and 
Queen Louise. He was the young- 
est brother of Queen Alexandra, 
wife of Edward VII of Britain. 

His nickname of “Uncle of Kings” 
arose from the fact that at one time 
his nephews were on the thrones of 
five nations—Russia, Norway, Den- 
mark, Greece and Great Britain.

Total Same, but Structure Has Been Changed

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14. 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT’'S immediate “spend for recovery” pro- 
gram, as formally announced in his recent messages to Congress, 
can be traced to two books which obviously have influenced the 
financial and economic advisers now in favor at the White House. 
Paradoxically, the two books present conflicting programs for gov- 
ernmental direction of the national economy. One is a scholarly 360- 
page study of the changes in the internal debt structure of the United 
States from 1929 to 1937, titled “Debts and Recovery,” published by 
the 20th Century Fund; the other is a 9l-page popularly phrased bro- 
chure, written by seven Harvard and Tufts economists, called “An 
Economic Program for American Democracy,” published by the Van- 
guard Press.

The text of Archduke Otto’s letter fol- 
lows: 

“My dear Mr. Schuschnizgg, 

“Events of the past few days oblige me 
to write you. I am not doing this to speak 
to you of the past. You know better than 
anyone that in my contacts with you I have 
always maintained the viewpoint that the 
earliest possible restoration of the monarchy 
could alone afford an adequate guarantee of 
the definite independence of Austria. In

pion of their independence and who are 
ready to support you in this policy. You 
owe it to the age-old Austrian idea, which 
has maintained through the centuries its 
power to cement the peoples of the Danubian 
basin into a strong and united whole, and 
which even today still has sufficient force 
to reassert itself. You owe it to the spirit 
of true Germanism which today, because of 
the neo-pagan theories of the Reich that 
are totally foreign to it, has its true home 
in Austria, where it has preserved all the an- 
cient strength of the basic tradition of the 
Holy Roman Empire.

“Finally and above all, you owe this re- 
sponsibility to our greatest possession: the 
Catholic faith.

Depression Diagnosis | 
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HEN an economist prefaces his book 

with the statement that, “in terms of 
centuries, capitalism has not been with us 
very long, and the mere probabilities would 
indicate that it will not be with us much 
longer,” the reader is likely to suspect a 
radical bias. But in the case of “Capital- 
ism in Crisis,” by James Harvey Rogers 
(Yale University Press, New Haven, Conn.), 
the surmise would be wrong. The authors 
theories are those of the Middle Road. 

Mr. Rogers, Sterling professor of political 
economy at Yale, and at one time an in- 
formal monetary adviser to President Roose- 
velt, values democracy and realizes that it 
is incompatible with “state capitalism” of 
either the Moscow or Rome-Berlin brand. 
Accordingly, he analyzes the causes which 
have brought capitalistic democracy to its 
present state and makes suggestions as Ww 
how the crisis may be averted.

Our troubles, in his opinion, spring from 
five main causes. First, there are rigid 
prices, caused partly by monopolistic busi- 
ness policies and partly by rigid labor costs. 
So, when demand drops and requires the 
stimulus of lower prices, this requisite factor 
for recovery is not forthcoming. For 4 
remedy, he suggests a combination of edu- 
cation, persuasion and legal compulsion. 

A second and somewhat related reason for 
depressions is the hoarding of savings, some- 
times incorrectly referred to as the “strike 
of capital.”

Aircraft shares led the decline, but picked up toward the close 
and with the rails provided the most resistant performance to the 
downward trend for the week as a whole.

Rabbi Silver Says Amer- 
icans of Race Will Not 
Buy From Germany to 


Finance Emigration. 


By the Associated Press. 
‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 14. — Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver of Cleveland, 
national chairman of the United 
Palestine Appeal, asserted tonight 
that American Jews would accept 
no Nazi “ransom scheme” for emi- 
gration of German Jews. 
Denouncing a reported German 
proposal to the Intergovernmental 
Committee on Refugees that emigra- 
tion be linked with purchases of 
German-made goods by Jews in 
other lands, Rabbi Silver told a 
conference of Jewish leaders here 
that it was “tantamount to placing 


a premium upon brutality.” 

Acceptance of the “degrading 
and debasing offer,” he said would 
be a “blanket invitation to other 
countries with anti-Semitic lean- 
ings to mulct the Jews and intensi- 
fy expulsion activities.” 

1500 Attend Conference. 

The conference, attended by 1500 
Jews from 44 states, was called for 
study of a possible program where- 
by American Jews could give maxi- 
mum assistance for the settlement 
in Palestine of Jewish refugees 
from Central Europe. 

Dr. Silver told it that Palestine 
could absorb 100,000 Jews, but that 
to talk of settling thousands in 
Africa and South America was 
“cruel deception.” 

“Jewish leadership,” he added, 
“should make it unmistakably clear 
to all the governments of Europe 
that it is impossible to evacuate 
6,000,000 Jews; that there are no 
countries prepared to receive them, 
no colonies available for their set- 
tlement and no financial means for 
effectuating such a program even 
if it were feasible. 

“The overwhelmingly large num- 
bers of Jews in Central and East- 
ern Europe will have to remain 
exactly where they are, and their 
problem must ultimately be solved 
along with the entire minority 
problem of Europe.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 14. 

HE first author I ever read was 

Horatio Alger, who wrote about 

waifs of New York, most of 
them newsboys, although a few 
were crossing-sweepers and boot- 
blacks, who slept on rags in unfur- 
nished tenements around Baxter 
street at first, but lived in fine 
homes and rode in their own car- 
riages later. In unusually hard 
times they slept on sidewalk grat- 
ings where the heat came up from 
the cellars. The sidewalk-sweep- 
ers and bootblacks had a racket. 
One waif, or urchin, with an old 
broom would stall around a corner 
pretending to sweep the mud away 
as rich bankers and merchants 
came up to cross, and the~-other, 
with a shoe-shine outfit, would ap- 
proach the victim and say, “Shine, 
sir?” If the rich banker or mer- 
chant refused to buy a shine the 
sweeper with the broom would give 
it a swish in a puddle of water 
and splatter his shoes and pants. 

Mr. Alger’s stories were very in- 
spiring, and such is the tenacity of 
early ideas, some people still have 
a mental picture of pinched and 
ragged little waifs selling papers 
on the streets of New York. There 
has been a small revivai of the 
bootblack business, but most of the 
bootblacks are grown men. They 
appear to do little business, and 
one reason, I think, is that a man 
feels wicked about standing in the 
public while a fellow man, to say 
nothing of a child, kneels on the 
sidewalk shining his shoes. The 
crossing-sweeper, of course, is per- 
manently out now that the streets 
are paved, .

Human nature simply doesn’t 
work that way, according to one 
of our most distinguished psychol- 
ogists, Dr. A. A. Brill off New York, 
who first introduced psychoanalysis 
into the United States. 


“From so many women,” he told 
me, “I have heard stories of mari- 
tal unhappiness with the doleful 
refrain, “I did everything for my 
husband, gave him my whole life— 


and now he treats me like this!’ 
What can I answer? There is only 
one true thing to say to these 
wretched wives—‘You poor fools’! 


“Gratitude,” he emphasizes, “is 
not an animal emotion, and there- 
fore not natural for the human ani- 
mal. It is an acquired character- 
istic of civilization and extremely 
valuable as such. Without grati- 
tude, society as we know it, could 
not function. But because human 
beings are not grateful by instinct, 
the feeling often does not enter at 
all into the love-relationship.

“With children, there is the same 
reaction. We must always teach a 
child to say ‘thank you’. 

“So for one partner to try to keep 
married love alive and vigorous by 
arousing the other partner’s grati- 
tude is foolish and useless. It can- 
not be done that way, It is particu- 
larly futile in the case of hus- 
bands.” 


A woman, the scientist added, 
who puts her husband in the posi- 
tion of having to be grateful to her, 
not only is getting an acquired 
emotion mixed up with a primitive 


one, but is offending the natural 
masculine instinct toward superior- 
ity. 

“One reason why men_ resent 
gratitude,” according to Dr. Brill, 
“igs because it makes them feel in- 
ferior. 

“So don’t be too unselfish,” he 
warned in conclusion, “It’s a mis- 
take to give too much, especially for 
women. Let the men have the 
pleasure of being magnificently 
generous, of showing off a bit. They 
will enjoy that far more than the 
compulsion to feel eternally grate- 
ful for wifely self-sacrifice. Affec- 
tionate over-indulgence can spoil a 
husband as well as a child, and in 
the end break up a home.” 

And what do women think? 

I asked Thyra Samter Winslow, 
famous short story writer, whose 
sympathetic and yet keenly inci- 
sive studies of American women 
are in several magazines. She has 
often described the “gave you the 
best years of my life” type, and 
shown how martyrdom can become 
a vice, 

“Gratitude neither has nor should 
have anything to do with love,” 
she said crisply. “People are giv- 
ers or they are takers, just as they 
are blondes or brunettes. If you 
are the giving type, that’s how you 
find your pleasure in life. To try 
to collect in terms of gratitude is 
asking for excess profits. You 
won't get them, in all probability,

in a way, a memorial to her, as she 
died during the past year. Made 
'of wood, the church can be taken 
apart, as can all the houses. Around 
the church is an iron fence made 
of nails of different sizes, and wood. 
Lights shine from within and as 
the bells ring you almost expect 
the tiny figures on the steps to 
hurry their pace. The sound of 
music comes from the church and 
the voice of Mme. Schumann-Heink 
‘singing, “Stille Nacht, Heilige 
Nacht” is heard.

SHORT time ago I read in the 
papers that President Roosevelt 
is a devotee of scrambled eggs 
for breakfast, and aren’t we all? 
Since then I have been wondering 
just how the cook in the White 
House prepares the scrambled eggs, 
as it's a most delectable dish when 
done a certain way, and I will tell 
you what that way is now. 

Once upon a time, and that was 
way back in 1902, I had lunch in 
the famous William the Conqueror 
Restaurant at Mont San-Michel in 
Normandy, France. This restau- 
rant was owned and managed by 
a woman named Madame Poulard. 
She did much of the cooking her- 
self. The specialties, de la Maison, 
were eggs. Her omelets were abso- 
lutely perfect—nicely browned on 
the outside and moist inside. 
What made such a hit with me 
was the way she did scrambied 
eggs, and it’s so simple that perhaps 
you, too, will wonder why you 
didn’t think of it yourself. First 
of all madame insisted that eggs 
should be beaten in a wooden bowl 
with a wooden spoon, which is 
sound figuring as I will explain 
later. 


The eggs were gently beaten and 
one tablespoon of Normandy cream 
was added for each egg along with 
a little salt and white pepper. In- 
stead of cooking the eggs in a skil- 
let as most cooks do, the bain- 
Marie (double boiler) was brought 
into play, The water in the lower 
part was boiling and a tablespoon 
of butter was put in the upper part 
to melt. The eggs were then 
poured in and gentile stirring start- 
ed immediately and constantly un- 
til the scrambled eggs were suffi- 
ciently set to be served. 

Naturally, without direct heat 
under the eggs, they cook slowly, 
but that’s the trick and why they 
are when cooked so light, fluffy 
and tender. Smooth—never hard 
or lumpy. The theory of beating 


eggs in wood with wood is that it 
is less harsh than china or metal. 
We all know that beating an egg 
cooks it, so Poulard’s method was 
the most gentle that could be em- 
ployed to prepare them for cooking 
over steam in the bain-Marie,

I AM SURE you will welcome a 
chicken recipe which is a little dif- 
ferent. All I ask you to do is 
read it carefully and unless I am 
greatly mistaken you will not delay 
too long in trying it. 

Select a young chicken weighing 
about two and one-half pounds, 
Have it cut in four pieces, Cover 
with boiling water and simmer un- 
til tender, adding a little sait to 
the water to season. When the 
chicken is cooked allow to cool in 
the broth; then shred chicken meat 
into fine pieces putting the skin 
and bones back into the broth. 
Bring to boiling point and let sim- 
mer for 45 minutes, Remove cover 
from saucepan and let broth boil 
furiously for 10 or 15 minutes, as 
this will reduce the broth to about

cook in a large amount of boiling 
salted water until tender, or about 
15 minutes, 

Make a cream sauce as follows: 
Melt two tablespoons of butter, 
blending in two tablespoons 
flour and gradually add the hot 
strained chicken broth (about two 
cupfuls), stirring until perfectly 
smooth and boiling point is reached. 
Then stir in one cup of heavy 
cream and three tablespoons of dry 
sherry wine. Divide the sauce, add 
the shredded chicken to one-half 
and the cooked spaghetti and mush- 
rooms to the remaining half. Put 
the spaghetti half into a baking 
dish, making a hole in the center 
and banking it around the side of 
the dish. Pour chicken half in the 
center, sprinkle grated Parmesan 
cheese over the top and bake in a 
moderate oven until ightly browned 
—about 10 minutes. 

In looking through my index I 
find that very few recipes have 
been given on shrimps during the 
past year, so I have picked out 
three corking good recipes for you 
to try:

Add 
shrimps and bring to boiling point. 
Just before serving add butter and 
stir until blended.

One pound of fresh or canned 
shrimps; two tablespoons butter;

Cover fresh shrimps with boiling 
water and cook for 15 minutes.

Melt 
butter and cook minced onion color- 
less for five minutes, Add cream of 
tomato soup and seasonings and 
bring to boiling point. Then add 
minced shrimps and heat thorough- 
ly. Serve in patty shells or on 
freshly made toast, 

FRIED SHRIMPS, MAR DONG. 

Two cups of cooked shrimps; one 
cup of sifted bread crumbs; two 
eggs; three tablespoons cold water; 
two-thirds cup mayonnaise; one- 
third cup Bengal cutney (puree). 

Remove shells from shrimps and 
split half through convex side re- 
moving black vein at the same time. 
Spread shrimps open but do not 
split in halves. Dip each shrimp 
in sifted crumbs and then in egg 
which has been beaten with water.

ty-first; and I would coax, cajole, 
drive and wheedle children into 
learning them for use in the day 
of tribulation. 

During the recent flood in New 
England a lone woman faced the 
destruction of her farm, her all. 
Friends called her, saying, “Leave 
the house and come up here to 
safety.” But she clung to her home. 
As the water rose, creeping ever 
nearer her doorstep, she groaned, 
“God, you couldn’t let this happen 
to me.” And she heard very dis- 
tinctly, “It shall not come nigh thy 
dwelling.”

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LIE SIEGMEISTER, a com- 

poser and lecturer at the New 

School for Social Research in 
New York, has written an interest- 
ing and well documented pamphlet 
called “Music and Society” which 
has been issued by the Critics 
Group press, Judging from the fact 
that it was handed to me by a 


friend and is not on sale at most 


book stores I gather that it has 
had a rather narrow circulation, 
which is a pity, for it has an im- 
portance for every one who has an 
interest in music as a continuing 
institution. 

Stated briefly it holds that mu- 
sic, like all other human institu- 
tions, is affected by and has. an 
effect upon the society of which it 
ia a part, Stated thus it does not 
sound like a particularly daring or 
original thesis. Even so it is sur- 
prising how many people regard 
music as a thing wholly apart from 
every other phase of life and soci- 
ety; who seem.to feel that it is 
drawn miraculously from some 
mysterious hinterland of the soul, 
that it exists in a vacuum and has 
no correspondence with the every- 
day affairs of the world. Indeed 
this view is not confined to senti- 
mental adolescents. As Siegmeister 
shows, it is shared by certain mu- 
sicians. Even such a creature of 
his times as Stravinsky says that 
music produces in us a “unique 
emotion having nothing in common 
with our ordinary sensations and 
our responses to the expression of 
daily life,” while Walter Damrosch, 
commenting on the fact that Schu- 
bert was poor and Mendelssohn 
was rich and they both wrote good 
music, concluded that it proved “to 
what a limited extent genius is af- 
fected by the conditions of ex- 
istence.”

On the point of Mr. Taylor’s being 
an Al he-man, the public is well 
convinced by now and is ready at 
any time, if necessary, to accept the 
handsome romancer a8 successor to 
William S. Hart, whom he some- 
what resembles. The Taylor-Beery 
feature, “Stand Up and “Fight,” 
therefore, is commendable, not for

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Sharecroppers on the march. 

ROM the farms of the flat, swampy cotton country of Southeast 
Missouri, along sandy side roads and out to the concrete ribbons 
of United States Highways 60 and 61 straggled 1500 ragged men, 

women and children last Tuesday. Some rode in rattling jalopies, 
wheezing trucks, and wagons piled with corn shuck mattresses, iron 
cook stoves, chicken Coops, pots and pans, all they had in the way of 
home furnishings. Others trudged across fields toting their belongings 
on their backs. For 100 miles up and down the highway right-of-way 
their camp fires blazed that night while they slept in the open on mat- 
tresses that hardly kept off the chill from the cold ground, in autos, or 
under crudely improvised lean-tos, or huddled about the fires singing 
and praying to keep up their courage. 

They were sharecroppers, most of them Negroes, evicted from 
their shanties and plots by landlords who hoped thereby to save for 
themselves AAA crop reduction payments in which sharecroppers 
otherwise would have shared. The landlords, sharecropper leaders 
declared, hoped to hire them as day laborers at 75 cents a day for 120 
days a year, and pocket about $100 which each of the croppers would 
have averaged from the payments—one planter with 200 acres of cot- 
ton said he might save $1500 to $2000 a year by such a change. Other 
croppers who chose to accept the new status of day laborer remained 
in their shacks under tacit approval of their landlords, in spite of 
eviction notices. 

Patient, devout, and inured to poverty and hardship, the homeless 
croppers carried out their demonstration without making trouble. ‘ Their 
leaders, mostly preachers, exhorted them to obey the law and com- 
pared their plight with the exodus of the Children of Israel from Egypt 
to the Land of Canaan. The State relief agency promised to send 
food but red tape held up its delivery. An investigation was begun by 
Government agencies at Washington, with a threat that landlords who 


evicted croppers might be deprived of crop reduction payments.

croppers a mile south of Sikeston Tuesday night.
